DEATH OF RRRNADOTTE 

Since Its positive decision on partition 
nearly n ycnr uro, the U. N. Rrncral iwnembly 
has detilt with the Pnlestlnc problem In ti 
state of political and moral paralysis. Per- 
haps the tragic clrciimstaiiccs itndrr which 
the assnmbly received Count Folkr Bernadnt- 
tc's last report will now help to cure that 
affliction and promote action. 

Almo.-:! all the step.'; that Count Bernadotte 
recommended could have been foreseen from 
the time that partition was voted and the 
Arab Rovernmcnts answered with deflanee 
and threat of war. "Peace nm.it be restored In 
Palestine by nny means possible." the Ber- 
nadotte report stated. JPhat was n-i true la.^t 
December as It I.*; today. 

It was also tjulclcly and abundantly clear 
that "a Jewish state called Israel exists In 
Palestine and there are no sound reasons for 
BMumlnfT It will not continue to do so." 
Likewise It was evident that so long a.s volun- 
tary Arab-Jewlr.h agreement scorned Impo.-;- 
alblc, the U. N. would have to Implement Its 
decLilons. even to the extent of using force. 

This Is not second-guessing. Many of 'he 
participants In the Palestine decision and 
countless spectators saw what was necessary 
and expressed themselves. But no forceful 
action followed. 

;.:;So Count Bernadotte was sent Into Pales- 
'^teie.to artApge M tmcc and seek some com- 
''i<tr^O(js>>ibtm'^ eventual settlement. He 
waa senf'ln' Without even a corporal's guard 
from U. N. member government to protect 
him. He did a good. If not a perfect. Job. 
And he did It under threat of the death that 
finally came to him. 

That death could have been avoided if the 
now Israeli government as well as the general 
assembly had done whot the situation clearly 
demanded. The Israelis finally did for pun- 
ishment what they should have done for pre- 
caution: They rounded up the torrorlsL"; In 
their midst who have opposed Israel's policies 
and seriously damaged Israel's position and 
prestige. 

But the policies of the Brltbh government 
and to a lessor extent of our own, cannot be 
held blameless In the chain of events that led 
to Count Bernadotte's assassination. By-- 
reneging on the pro-partltlon vote the Ameri- 
can delegation lent moral strength to the 
Arab nations. Britain, at the same time, lent 
armed strength In a devious and cynical 
disregard of the ganeral assembly's majority 
decision.

INDIA'S BUTT. INVASION 

We don't pretend to know what the exact 
political score Is In the far-off subcontinent 
of India. Yet the blitzkrieg Invasion of the 
princely state of Hyderabad makes us suspect 
that maybe the new Indian government Is 
a trifle too big for Its breeches. 

England ruled the Indians tor a couple of 
centuries. It gave them increasing leeway, 
though rather reluctantly, until finally the 
labor government granted them Independ- 
ence within the British commonwealth. Blnce 
America went through somewhat the same 
process, only with happier results, few Ameri- 
cans would blame the Indians for wanting to 
govern themselves, or for Insisting that they 
were capable of .lelf-government. 

But what happens? It looks from here as If 
the Indian leaders, who wore pushed around 
for 30 long, arc now doing some pushing 
around themselves. 

Undoubtedly things In Hyderabad could 
atand lmprovement.{ The Nizam, ruler of the 
princely atate. Is said to be one of the world's 
richest men. That doesn't sound like a con- 
dition of Ideal government. Yet reports from 
Hyderabad say that taxes are not oppre.islve. 
courts arc honest, some social and economic 
progress Is being made, and generally the 
Hyderabadis aren't living any worse than the 
T^t of the Indians. 

When Britain finally pulled out of India, 
the new government-^ said that the princely 
states could Join India or Pakistan or stay out. 
Most of them Joined up. Hyderabad was the 
chief holdout. 

, Last November India and Hyderabad .signed 
a stand-still agreement lor one year. Under 
It India would withdraw lis troops while the 
dominion and the state tried to patch up 
their difrcrences. Whatever the rlghU and 
wrongs involved, it Is clear that India broke 
the agreement. 

India said Hyderabad was not a sovereign 
itate, and that It was "relapsing Into barbar- 
ity," and that India was coming In "to restore 
law and order." The Indian-government also 
aold that Jiyderabad had no right to conduct 
a plebiscite under U. N. auspices. 

This look* like one of those too-famlllar 
cases where a strong: power nobly undertakes 
to "rescue"' a people who aren't clamoring to 
be rescued.
